The marines reported 12 dead 
and 92 wounded in attacks Sun- 
day, and that did not include 
casualty reports from one of the 
day's sharpest battles with the 


North Vietnamese. 
Only 27 Communists were re 
ported killed. 


In the air, the U.S. command 
announced the loss of three 
planes Sunday matching the 
number of Soviet-built Mig jets 
downed by American airmen in 
dogfights over the North. 

One U.S. jet was lost fo 
ground fire in the South, mak- 
ing 179 combat planes downed 
there since the war began. In 
the North, one jet was lost to 
ground fire and one to unknown 
causes, making 541 combat 
planes lost over North Vietnam.

I feel obliged to fly to the defence of 
society in general which was condemned 
as punitive recently by a panel on 
“{Negitimacy.” 


There is no such thing as an 
illegitimate child in Canada. All children 
are legitimate but some happen to have 
unmarried mothers.

Heavy Labor Costs 


Killed N.Y. Newspaper

Labor unions have killed another news- 
paper. Even after allowing for a generous 
discount of the figures released by the pub- 
lishers of the New York World Journal Tribune 
one is left with a pretty

In teams,of two, India's 
cattle, and in some regions 
camels, turn the Persian 
wheels to bring water to. the 
waiting land, There are 
neither enough pumps nor 
sufficient power to replace the 
animais that now walk their 
endless circles around the 
wheels. Either cattle or men 
must raise the water to the 
surface, or both will starve. 


Cattle are a vita! link in the 
transportation system. They 
puil the preat lumbering 
wooden-wheeled carts that 
carry much of India's food, 
fuel, lumber. Where there are 
no cattle, men provide the 
draught power. Sometimes 
two children pull and two 
push the great carts, and 
sometimes old women fit 
themselves into the same 
Straight yoke used for cattle. 


Although an Indian cow 
gives only one-tenth as much 
milk as a European cow, a 
significant percentage of the 
nation’s protein is provided by 
the underfed animals. Milk 
does not violate religious 
taboos that forbid use of other 
protein foods obtained by 
killing animals.
